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SHALL IT BE THIS—OR HUMANE EDUCATION OF RICH AND POOR? 


COXEY’S ARMY. 


Thou, too, sail on, O Ship of State! 
Sail on, O Union, strong and great! 
Humanity with all its fears, 

With all the hopes of future years, 
Is hanging breathless on thy fate! — 


The following, which appeared in Boston 
daily papers of April 10th, was sent in April 
to every member of Congress, and is now sent 
to the editors of about ten thousand American 
newspapers and magazines who receive ‘* Our 
Dumb Animals’? each month. 


To the Members of the Honorable Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America: 

COXEY’S ARMY. 

I have read with interest in our daily papers 
of the progress of this army and of the various 
bodies of men who propose to join it, either at, 
or before its arrival at Washington, also the 
opinions of General McCook of our United 
States army, and various others upon the 
subject. 

This army may not reach Washington with a 
sufficient force to endanger Congress or the 
United States Treasury, and these opinions of 
General McCook and others may be wrong. 
But there is no doubt that there is in this 
country at the present time a very large num- 
ber of laboring men, willing to work, who 
cannot find employment, and another class 
who are anxious to stir up these men to anarchy 
and the destruction of property and life. 

On the other hand there can be no question 
that half a million of laboring men could be 
usefully employed today by our National and 
State Governments on public improvements of 
great value. 

100,000 men could be put at work on a Ship 
Canal from the Mississippi river to Chicago — 
another 100,000 on a Ship Canal from Lake 
Michigan, opposite Chicago, to Detroit — an- 
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other 100,000 on enlarging the Erie to a Ship 
Canal from Buffalo to Albany, [possibly by 
the use of electricity, or otherwise, these 
canals might be kept open a large part of the 
winter]—another 100,000 on a Ship Canal 
across upper Florida from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the St. John’s river — another large force in 
strengthening the levees of the lower Missis- 
sippi and other Southern rivers—another in 
draining and irrigating vast tracts of waste 
lands, and so preparing them for settlement — 
another in constructing fortifications and 
breakwaters for the protection of our harbors 
—another in constructing and improving Na- 
tional and State roads, and another in fighting 
the Russian thistle, and in various other ways 
too numerous to mention. 

If I mistake not, a very considerable body of 
men might be profitably employed in Washing- 
ton itself, securing better sewerage, the filling 
of the Potomac flats, building proper bridges 
across the river, and killing out the causes of 
malaria. 

Now, I am not a Congressman, never held a 
political office in my life, and never want to; 
but I have in common with others an interest 
in the welfare of our country and in promoting 
peace and good-will between all classes of its 
citizens, and with that view would inquire 
whether it is not entirely within the power of 
Congress to authorize the immediate enlistment 
of one, two, three or more hundred thousand 
men as an ‘Industrial Corps” of our regular 
army, to be employed only in useful industries, 
but to be subject to as strict military discipline, 
court martial trials, etc., as the regular army ; 
— this ‘* Industrial Corps” to be placed under 
the control of officers designated by Congress 
or the President. The enlistment to be for one, 
two or more years, and the men put at work 
as soon as possible in some of the ways above 
specified. 

State governments may follow the example 
of the United States, and every unemployed 
man in the country, willing to work, have 
plenty to do. 

If the question be asked, ‘*‘ Can we afford to 
give all these unemployed men employment?” 
I answer, ‘*Can we afford not to?” 

Suppose, if absolutely necessary, we post- 
pone for a year or two the building of any 
more $1,000,000 war ships and $60,000 cannon, 
every discharge of one of which costs from 
$300 to $400. 

Suppose during the next year or two we 
watch the costly experiments of European 
governments, which are much more likely to 
try to keep their own restless citizens quiet by 
setting them at fighting each other, than to 
meddle with us if we properly behave our- 
selves. 

If we should go to war to-day could we not 
arm, equip and support 500,000 men in the 
field as easily as we did thirty years ago? 

And would not the wheels of industry move 
as they did then? 

And is it not a thousand times better and vast- 
ly cheaper to put 500,000 men at work on great 
internal improvements of public value than to 
have a war, or have them stand idle?

FOR THE CONSIDERATION OF CON- 
GRESS, AND OTHERS. 


In November, 1887, we addressed, Sunday 
evening, in the Academy of Music, at Minne- 
apolis, a union meeting of the Evangelical 
churches of the city, presided over by Governor 
Pillsbury, our subject being ‘‘The Increase 
and Prevention of Crime ’’—[including crimes 
against dumb animals]. In that address we 
told the audience, composed largely of the 
prominent citizens of that city, that a single 
neglected boy could on any windy night set a fire 
which might destroy half that city. 

We spent the entire winter of 1870-71, at our 
own cost and out of our profession, which we 
had not then abandoned, in organizing ‘* The 
Illinois Humane Society.” 

A few months later its secretary wrote us in 
substance that since our leaving, interest in the 
Society seemed to be dying out, and we answer- 
ed that if after all we had said and done and 
published in all the daily papers of that city 
“your citizens will do nothing to stop the abomin- 
able cruelties there, if some terrible judgment does 
not come upon your city there is no such thing as 
justice.” 

A few weeks later a cow, by the simple pro- 
cess of kicking over a kerosene lamp, burned 
half Chicago to the ground. 

Some years ago we were passing, in one of 
our streets, a building being erected on what 
seemed to us a poor foundation, and we said to 
one of the men at work upon it that if an earth- 
quake should come along one of these days it 
might tumble down half Boston. ‘I wish it 
would,” was the reply; ‘then we should have 
work 

This paper goes to every member of Con- 
gress,— to nearly all the professional and edu- 
cated men of Massachusetts, and to the editors 
of about ten thousand American newspapers 
and magazines. 

To all these we wish to say it is of no use to 
cry peace, peace, when there is no peace. Our 
country is in peril. Let us act promptly and 
wisely and see to it that the poor around us, 30 
far as we can prevent it, are saved from tempta- 
tion to commit crime.

PROTECTION OF ANIMALS. 
(From Boston Daily Papers.) 

Atthe April directors’ meeting of “ The Massachu- 
setts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals” 
and “The American Humane Education Society,” Presi- 
dent Angell reported that the M.S. P. C. A. had 
secured from the present Legislature a law to pre- 
vent the leading or carrying of bears and other wild 
animals over public roads and streets unless safely 
confined in proper cages. Also, a law prohibiting 
vivisection in schools. One law against docking, 
after passing the House, had been defeated in the 
Senate, and another is now pending. The severe 
legislation attempted against dogs had, as in past 
years, failed. 

The new humane prize stories, “ The Strike at 
Shane’s,”’ and “ Hollyhurst,” were getting a wide cir- 
culation. Many were joining “ The Humane League,” 
the pledge of which is, never to hire or ride behind 
or on any horse mutilated for life by docking, unless 
absolutely necessary. ‘ Black Beauty’’ is about to be 
printed in the languages of India, also in Greek and 
Arabic, and plans are now being carried out to 
circulate it in all Spanish-speaking countries. 

172 “ Bands of Mercy” have been recently formed 
in Canada, with 80,556 members, all pledged to be 
kind to animals and to endeavor to protect them 
from cruelty. Boston agents had dealt with 277 com- 
plaints of cruelty during the month, taken 39 horses 
from work, and mercifully killed 57 horses and other 
animals. Country agents have dealt during the last 
quarter with 554 complaints, taken 147 horses from 
work, and killed 146 horses and other animals. 

431 new “ Bands of Mercy” had been formed dur- 
ing the month, making a total of 19,256. It was voted 
tosupply all Boston police stations with “ The Ameri- 
can Humane Education Society’s” prize stories. 

Cases reported at our Boston Offices in March. 

Whole number dealt with, 277; animals taken from 
work, 39; horses and other animals killed, 57. 

Report of Country Agents for Last Quarter.

OUR LAW IN RELATION TO BEARS. 


DANCING BEARS NUISANCE 
REMOVED. 

It will gratify all humane persons to learn 
that the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals has secured the passage of an act 
which prohibits the leading of bears or other 
wild animals through the streets, and all offi- 
cers are authorized to summarily kill any wild 
animal not properly secured in some covered 
vehicle or cage. A maximum fine of $20 may 
be imposed upon any person offending. 

This also removes an element of danger from 
the streets, as serious runaway accidents have 
been caused by the exhibitions of dancing 
bears.— Boston Herald. 


By an act just passed by the Legislature, and 
signed by Gov. Greenhalge, bears are no longer per- 
mitted on the streets of Boston unless secured ina 
cage. It is important to note that State street is not 
excepted from the provisions of this act.—Boston 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives in General Court assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows: 

SECTION 1. No person shall lead or drive 
any bear or other dangerous wild animal upon 
or along any highway, road or street in this 
Commonwealth, or otherwise cause such animal 
to travel, pass or be conveyed over or upon such 
highway, road or street unless properly secured 
in some covered vehicle or cage. 

Sec. 2. Any such animal found upon any 
highway, road or street without being so 
secured or caged may be killed by any sheriff, 
constable, police officer, or any other person 
duly authorized. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating the provi- 
sions of section one of this act shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than five nor more 
than twenty dollars.

OUR LAW AGAINST VIVISECTION. 


The following is the law which we have 
recently obtained from our Legislature in re- 
gard to vivisection : — 


AN ACT 
Relating to Vivisection in the Public Schools. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives in General Court assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

SECTION 1. No teacher or other person em- 
ployed in any public school of this Common- 
wealth shall in the presence of any scholar, in 
said school, or any child or minor there pre- 
sent, practice vivisection, nor, in such pre- 
sence, exhibit any animal upon which vivi- 
section has been practised. 

Sect. 2. Dissection of dead animals, or any 
portions thereof, in the public schools of this 
Commonwealth, in no instance shall be for the 
purpose of exhibition, but, in every case, shall 
be confined to the class-room and the presence 
of those pupils engaged in that study to be il- 
lustrated by such dissection. 

Sect. 3. Any person violating the provis- 


ions of this act shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its 
passage.

Annual Report of the President of ‘“*The Am- 
erican Humane Education Society” and ‘*The 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals.” 

Old Isaac Walton, the great fisherman, is 
quoted as saying that ‘* doubtless the Almighty 
might have made a better berry than the straw- 
berry, but doubtless He never did.” 

I think that those who have had occasion to 
visit the offices of our two Humane Societies 
frequently, will fully agree that while doubt- 
less there may be in Boston busier offices than 
ours, doubtless they would be very hard to 
find. 

In our prosecuting department, the reports 
and investigations of five thousand three hundred 
and eighty-five cases during the year, the taking 
of nine hundred and sixty-nine horses from work, 
and the merciful killing of one thousand two 
hundred and forty-seven horses and other ani- 
mals, indicate an amount of night and day work 
in streets, cattle-markets, stables, courts and else- 
where, which to fully describe would require 
nothing less than a volume; while in our liter- 
ary department the immense correspondence 
and sending out of millions on millions of pages 
of our humane literature over the country and 
the world, involves an amount of labor of which 
even the constant and careful readers of ‘Our 
Dumb Animals” can get only a faint concep- 
tion. 

Take first the work of our “* Mass. 8. P. C. A” 
—the sending of our monthly paper so widely 
over the State every month to all Clergy, Law- 
yers, Doctors, School Superintendents, P ost- 
masters, our about jive hundred Country Agents, 
the Boston Police, hundreds of Drivers and Team- 
sters, also to all Members of Congress and our 
State Legislature, and thousands of Teachers and 
others — this is only one item ; —the sending out 
of thousands of placards offering prizes for the 
protection of birds—for evidence to convict of 
the mutilation of horses — for evidence to con- 
vict of the cruel treatment of sheep and lambs 
in early spring—for evidence to convict of dog 
poisoning and the stealing of cats to be dis-

No fines are allowed, and the chances jor a number of 
Yale men emigrating to a college in another State are 
bright.

HOW TO KILL MOSQUITOES. 


All who have tried killing these pests by holding 
a saucer of kerosene under them know how power- 
fully the vapor acts upon them. Following this 
clew, Mr. Howard suggested last year that an at- 
tempt be made on a large scale to destroy the larvx 
of the insects in the marshes where they breed, and 
an effort was made to try the experiment in West- 
chester County, N. Y., but the interest aroused there 
was not sufficient. Last June, however, a dweller 
near Washington, D.C., whose house had usually 
been plagued with mosquitoes, determined to test 
Mr. Howard’s plan. Satisfying himself that the in- 
sects bred in a mill-pond and adjoining marshy land 
about an eighth of a mile from his home, he sprayed 
the surface — about four thousand square feet —with 
crude petroleum, fifteen gallons sufficing for the 
purpose. Three weeks afterward the layer of oil 
was still perceptible and no trace of larva remain- 
ed, while the surface was strewn with dead insects, 
including many female mosquitoes. During the 
succeeding summer only a few mosquitoes visited 
the house, and the total price of this immunity was 
$1.70 in money and about two hours’ labor. A simi- 
lar experiment has been tried twice with like suc- 
cess in Long Island towns.— Boston Evening Tran- 
script, April 6th. 

If with a few gallons of kerosene not only human 
beings but cattle and thousands of long tailed and 
short tailed horses can be protected from mosquitoes, 
it isa fact worth knowing by all the readers of the 
about ten thousand newspapers and magazines to 
whom this paper is sent.

GOVERNMENT CATS. 

Some three hundred and odd cats are maintained 
by the United States government, the cost of their 
support being carried as a regular item on the ac- 
counts of the post office department. These cats are 
distributed among about fifty post offices, and their 
duty is to keep rats and mice from eating and des- 
troying postal matter and canvas sacks. Their work 
is of the utmost importance wherever large quanti- 
ties of mail are collected, as for example, at the 
New York post office, where from 2,000 to 3,000 bags 
of mail matter are commonly stored away in the 
basement. Formerly great damage was done by the 
mischievous rodents, which chewed holes in the 
sacks, and thought nothing of boring clear through 
bags of letters in a night. Troubles of this sort no 
longer occur since the official pussies keep watch. 
Each of the postmasters in the larger cities is allowed 
from $8 to $40 a year for the keep of bis feline staff, 
sending his estimate for “cat meat” to Washing- 
ton at the beginning of each quarter.

CRUELTY TO OSTRICHES. 


Many wearers of ostrich feathers suppose 
themselves free from the charge of encourag- 
ing cruelty so justly brought against the wo- 
men who wear bird plumage. Let such read 
and ponder well the following account of the 
annual plucking on a great ostrich farm near 
Cairo: 

“The first year a bird is plucked he can be easily 
caught and thrown by one man. The feathers are 
then wrenched bleeding from his tortured body, 
after which the marabout and down are torn off. 

After one experience the birds can only be caught 
with the utmost difficulty, and it takes six or eight 
men to throw an old bird. ‘It is very hard pluck- 
ing,’ we are told, ‘the feathers are bedded so tight 
in the flesh.’ I asked if it would not do as well to 
clip the feathers close, and was told that dealers will 
only buy those with the perfect quill. All the un- 
dressed feathers offered for sale on the farm had 
blood on the quills, and we were told that when the 
annual plucking takes place the shrieks of the birds 
can be heard to a great distance in the still desert 
air.”

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JUST A FEW WORDS. 
(In “Our Home,” Montreal, Feb. 10). 

Just a few words I want to say to my Canadian 
sisters on a question that is a burning one to me

T. Angell, President of the “American Humane Edu- 
cation Society.” Do you, my dear, unknown friend, 
now glancing at these lines—do you ever wear a 
murdered bird in yourhat? Iusedto. I knew noth- 
ing about the subject. I was a sad heretic. Buta 
day came when I ripped birds and wings from my 
hats and threw them into the fire, except one black- 
bird that I keep hung on the canopy of my bed as a 
text to preach a sermon from to any unenlightened 
friend that enters the room. Do you know how the 
fashion started? Do you know how the birds are 
killed? Let metry to tell you. Seven years ago, at 
a ball of the demi-monde in Paris, appeared a woman 
wearing on her head a stuffed bird with glassy eyes 
and outspread wings and tail. The other women 
thought it was charming. They, too, obtained 
stuffed birds. The fashion spread upward; and this 
is said to be the true history of its beginning. The 
cruelty that attends the slaughter of the birdsis such 
that no right-minded woman, if she knew it, would 
for an instant think of again wearing the bodies of 
these little creatures. Are they not tender mothers? 
Do they not love their nestlings, often flying home 
with bleeding body to die beside their little ones? 
The beautiful humming-bird killed by thrusting a 
red-hot needle down its throat. The red birds that 
come from France killed by being placed in a 
cold oven, which is gradually heated to preserve the 
brilliant coloring of the plumage. 

Down south the hunters carry on such wholesale 
destruction among the birds that in many cases, 
where the wings only are needed, they tear them 
from the living body. The birds are hunted at the 
season of the year when they are rearing their 
young, because at that time their plumage is the 
brightest. Five million song-birds are annually 
required—what for? Do the men hunters who cap- 
ture them wear them? No; they are placed on the 
breasts and over the brows of some of the fairest and best 
women of this continent. Wait till the women know it. 
They will change all that, for the heart of a true 
woman is pure gold.—MARSHALL SAUNDERS.

The following are a few specimen cases prosecuted 
during the past year :— 

1. Four teamsters who beat their horses 
fined, — one $23, one $25, and two $50 each. 

2. For striking their horses over the head and for 
kicking them divers teamsters were fined in sums 
varying from $10 to $20. 

3. An offender who beat his horse with a pitchfork 
was fined $15. A second who used a hitch-rein paid 
$5. A third who used an iron garden rake, striking 
the horse with the teeth, also a fourth who used a 
fence palihg, were fined $25 each. 

4. Twofarmers paid each $10 for beating their cows, 

5. For beating a dog with a crowbar an offender 
was fined $20. One who kicked a dog was fined $15. 

6. For beating a cat, then throwing her in the air, 
a corner loafer was fined $10. A like fine was im- 
posed on an offender who dragged a cat ina cruel 
manner by a cord fastened to her neck. 

7. For overloading their horses divers teamsters 
paid fines varying from $10 to $20. 

8. For overdriving horses causing death two 
offenders were sentenced each to six months im- 
prisonment. Others who overdrove their horses 
were fined in sums varying from $15 to $50. 

9. For driving lame, galled, sore back and unfit 
horses divers persons (one, the driver of a U.S. 
mail wagon) were fined in sums varying from $5 
to $25. 

10. For non-feeding his calves a farmer was fined 
$25. A second who starved a pig was fined $15. A 
third who failed to feed his cows was fined $30. 
Others were fined in sums varying from $10 to $20. 

ll. Three who starved their horses were fined $40, 
$45 and $50; a fourth was sent to the House of Cor- 
rection for six months. 

12. For failing to feed his dog an offender was 
fined $10. A woman who locked a dog in a house 
without food for three days was fined a like sum. 

13. For not feeding his cattle at the stock yardsa 
drover was fined $15. 

14. For not blanketing their horses while standing 
three teamsters paid fines of $15 each. 

15. For abandoning a sick horse an offender was 
fined $30. A second who overdrove a horse, then 
tied him to a tree in the woods and left him, was 
sent to prison for five years. Others who abandoned 
their animals were fined in sums varying from $10 
to $30. 

16. For torturing a mare by thrusting a stick into 
her body an offender paid a fine of $30. A second 
who broke tie leg of a cow witha stone paid $15. - 
A third who crushed the skull of a dog in like man- 
ner paid $10. 

17. For torturing a horse by driving him several 
times through a bonfire, burning him severely, one 
of the “Odds and Ends” was fined $20. 

18. For cutting the leg of a dog with asickle an 
offender was fined $20. A second who cut the nose 
of a dog with a saw paid $8. 

19. A woman who scalded a dog was fined $5. 
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20. For driving his horse with a barbarously tight 
check-rein a horse dealer was fined $5.
